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GHI Continues To Gather Facts 
On Energy-Saving Measures

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors at its Decem¬ 
ber 12 meeting continued to collect and appraise information on 
additional fuel conservation measures in the frame homes. The 
board contemplates holding a special membership meeting later 
m the winter to secure approval of the specific projects and their 
financing from the balance of the mortgage deferral monies. 

One proposal is the installation 
of new burner units for the 4 large 
steam plants in the North End 


which involve a combustion sys¬ 
tem using oil-water emulsifying 
injectors. Known as the Cottell 
/Tymponic Ultrasonic combustion 
system, the equipment involves 
boosting fuel atomization by water 
injection, thus increasing fuel effi¬ 
ciency. 

The manufacturers claim a 20% 
to 25% savings in fuel. In terms 
of current GHI usage, this could 
mean a fuel savings of about $28,000 
a year. Installation costs come to 
about $8,800 and then a leasing fee 
ranging from $5,000 to $9,000 a 
year is paid to the manufacturer. 

The board was impressed but 
noted that the Cottell burner unit 
is a relative newcomer to the 
heating industry. It wanted to get 
more information on experience 
and problems encountered by com¬ 
panies that have employed the 
system.

Ten Top Stories of 1974 

In accordance with its annual custom, the Greenbelt News Re¬ 
view has selected the ten top Greenbelt stories of 1974. This year 
the following were chosen, listed in the approximate order of their 
occurence . 


Another project being considered 
is conversion of more steam heat 
plants to hot water heat. One 
such conversion has already taken 
place in the 12 Ridge court. Staff 
engineer George Craft noted that 
to secure maximum savings in the 
converted plants the thermostats 
must be set at 68 degrees and 
maintained at that setting. Instal¬ 
lation of storm windows and doors, 
as well as attic insulation, will 
provide further savings. 

Crawl space insulation is still 
ano tlier proposed project. The 
problem here is that few contrac¬ 
tors have indicated any interest in 
doing the job or giving estimates. 
For GHI to do the job itself would 
require the hiring and training of 
a team of four persons and close 
supervision. 

Community Development Plan 
The board received a report ' on 
the county's new Community De^- 
velopment Program which is au¬ 
thorized under the Federal Hous¬ 
ing and Community Development 
Act of 1974. Under this Act. the 
cotinty is eligible to receive $4.5 
million for a program designed to 
attack neighborhood deterioration, 
slums and blight principally to 
benefit low and moderate income 
residents. 

The county has a citizen parti¬ 
cipation plan whereby interested 
citizens and organizations can be¬ 
come involved in learning what 
types of activities will be funded 
by the program. GHI has asked 
to be represented on the advisory 
group. 

Favorable Court Decision 
The board has received word of 
a favorable court decision by Judge 
Ralph Powers upholding the right 
of the corporation to charge a $100 
administration fee in cases of 
members who listed their homes 
for sale with other realty com¬ 
panies. The court regarded the 
fee as a reasonable charge fir the 
services rendered by the corpora¬ 
tion in transfering mutual owner¬ 
ship contracts. 

Since this was a class action suit 
filed by a departing member cov 
ering all sales of the last few vears, 
the potential liability of GHI un¬ 
der the suit was $90,000. The court 
rendered a summary judgment on 
a motion by GHI attorney Albert 
Ginsberg. 


—Construction of 1,193-unit Greenbriar apartment complex 
and accompanying temporary sewage treatment plant is resumed 
in early 1974. as county council adopts revised site plan showing 
treatment plant on tract and State Water Resources Administra¬ 
tion issues a point of discharge permit. 

— For the first time in its history, Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) is forced to resort to a mid-year increase in monthly char¬ 
ges. This raise was necessitated mainly by failure of membership 
to vote the necessary funds in December 1973 to meet rising fuel 
oil prices and by the need to finance an energy-saving program. 
The same situation may face GHI in 1975 as the membership once 
again in December 1974 refuses to approve the recommended in¬ 
crease. 

— Another first in GHI’s history is the acquiescence of its 
mortgageholder, Government National Mortgage Association, to a 
deferral of 1974 mortgage principal payments of $319,000, the 
money to be used exclusively to finance energy-saving programs. 
The deferred payments will be repaid at 4% interest in a lump¬ 
sum (balloon) payment at the expiration of the mortgage on De¬ 
cember 31, 1977. 

— With a drop in the city’s tax assessable base as the result 
of the Governor’s order rolling back assessments from 60 percent 
to 50 percent of true value and the failure of other revenues 
(grant money, revenue-sharing funds, and State-shared funds) to 
rise appreciably, the city’s property tax rate is increased from 
92c per $100 assessed valuation to $1.03. 

—Development plans stir again in Greenbelt as city receives 
preliminary subdivision plan for the commercially-zoned Golden 
Triangle which reportedly has in mind proposals for an automo¬ 
bile dealership, at the east end of 57-acre tract bounded by Green¬ 
belt Road, Kenilworth Ave., and Capital Beltway. 

—Council under increasing pressure to move ahead on acquir¬ 
ing additional parkland in parcel 15 (near Capital Beltway) and 
parcels 1 and 2 (near the Baltimore-Washington Parkway) after 
purchasing 7 acres of land in the Smith-Ewing tract through a 
$95,000 donation by Greenbriar developer Alan Kay and transfer 
of $39,846 in escrow funds donated by the developer under the 
county mandatory dedication law. 

—Greenbelt gets into the spirit of the American Bicentennial 
celebration by establishing its own committee and emblem and 
setting the first Sunday in June as “Greenbelt Day” to honor the 
city's uniqueness and significance as an early planned community. 

—$342,000 contract is approved for construction of a Spring- 
hill Lake Recreation Center at corner of Springhill Drive and 
Cherrywood Lane, the building to contain a full-sized basketball 
court and game and multi-purpose rooms. 

Council passes one of first financial disclosure laws for city 
officials in this area, as city councilmen, city manager, and candi¬ 
dates for office are required to disclose the nature of their assets 
and income. 

—In October first Greenbriar condominium residents move in 
after the way is paved for operating the on-site temporary sewage 
treatment plant. U. S. Environmental Protection Agency aporoves 
a discharge permit for the effluent, NASA (Goddard Space Flight 
Center) agrees to the granting of a 150’ piping easement across 
its property to convey the treated effluent to an unnamed tributary 
of Beaverdam Creek, and Washington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission agrees after a successful testing of the plant, to operate 
the plant under the conditions laid down by the State.

Choral Society Rehearsals 

The Greenbelt Choral Society 
will begin rehearsals for Requiem 
by Gabriel Faure on Wednesday 
evenings starting January 8, from 
7:30 to 9:30 p.m. at the Mowatt 
Memorial Methodist Church, 40 
Ridge Rd. Interested singers are 
invited to participate; more male 
voices will be especially welcome. 

The Society, sponsored by the 
City of Greenbelt, started working 
together in October, and gave its 
first concert on December 14 at St. 
Hugh’s Catholic Church. The pro¬ 
gram consisted of Christmas mu¬ 
sic, and featured a portion of Ben¬ 
jamin Britten’s A Ceremony of 
Carols with solos by Sopranos 
Jdbn Cook, Roxanne Lorenz and 
Martha Thompkins; Gustav Holst's 
In the Bleak Mid-Winter with 
soloist Alice Thompkins; and Wil¬ 
liam Johnson's Keeper of the Inn, 
sung by baritone soloist Keith 
Norman. Karen Freeman also per¬ 
formed Cesar Franck’s Pastorale 
on the organ. 

The Music Director of the Socie¬ 
ty is Douglas Freeman, who has 
taught music and conducting, and 
has served as music and choir di¬ 
rector in the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints. Last 
February, Mr. Freeman directed 
the Silver Spring Maryland Stake 
(formerly Chesapeake Stake) Mor¬ 
mon Choir in an all-Beethoven 
concert (including the Ninth Sym¬ 
phony) performed with the Prince 
Georges’ Symphony Orchestra.

At a pre-trial conference of at¬ 
torneys on December 9 an at* 
tempt was made by EPA to clari* 
fy the issues involved in the appeal 
of EPA’s decision to grant a dis* 
charge permit for the treatment 
plant. Parties filing the adjudica¬ 
tory hearing are the Prince 
George’s Environment Coalition 
(PGEC), Greenbriar, and the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC). The former 
alleges the standards are inade¬ 
quate; the last two that the stan¬ 
dards are too stringent. The city 
of Greenbelt is recognized as a 
party of standing in the proceed - 
ings. 

Class “A” Operator 

In its decision, EPA required 
that a Class “A” superintendent be 
on hand at all times at the plant 
WSSCTs position was that this is a 
management matter and that EPA 
should regulate the results and not 
operating proceedings. PGEC was 
willing to compromise by having a 
Class B operator on duty at all 
times with supervision by a Class 
A operator. Greenbriar objected 
to the Class B as being too strin¬ 
gent 

Virus Removal 

EPA’s position was that tech¬ 
nology is not sufficiently advanced 
to require virus testing as a regu¬ 
lar testing procedure. It further 
noted that virus testing was re¬ 
quired in the permit only if the 
fecal coliform count is too high 
and, while that measure was only 
an indicator of virus presence, it 
would result in the plant being re¬ 
quired to divert its effluent to the 
Western Branch until the condition 
was corrected. Therefore, it ar¬ 
gued, no further parameter for 
virus testing was really required. 

PGEC held out for virus testing. 
Greenbriar claimed that a consti¬ 
tutional question was involved, 
since its plant was being singled 
out to meet standards that ex¬ 
ceeded those for other plants and 
there was no national standard 
established for virus removal. 

Dechlorination 

PGEC has requested a .003 stan¬ 
dard for the amount of residual. 
EPA indicated that .003 is a stan¬ 
dard for trout streams and there 
are no trout in Beaverdam branch. 
As to the recent concern over the 
presence of carcinogens caused by 
chlorination, this, EPA said, is a 
concern for drinking water and 
the effluent from the Greenbriar 
plant is not used for drinking pur¬ 
poses. 

Nitrogen Removal 

EPA stated that nitrogen renqiova) 
was not necessary because the 
plant would not be operating dur¬ 
ing the low flow period of the 
stream because the expiration date 
for the permit was July 1, WSSC 
stated that it is requesting an ex¬ 
tension of the permit time because 
it has been advised that the 
Western Branch expansion will not 
be completed until October 1975. 
PGEC indicated that this continu¬ 
ing slippage as to the completion 
time of Western Branch is the rea¬ 
son why it feels nitrogen removal 
is essential, 

One-Day Testing 

In its decision, EPA required 
one-day testing on the grounds 
that the quality standards of the 
permit were so high. Greenbriar 
contended that one-day testing 
was not required by EPA for other 
plants. EPA replied that the 
seven-day requirement for testing 
was applicable for ordinary treat¬ 
ment plants but that Greenbriar 
was not ordinary. 

With these many questions un¬ 
solved, the EPA administrative 
law judge is expected to be given 
notice to begin the hearing pro¬ 
cess. 
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Solar Heat Misinformation 

To the Editor: 

I read with amazement the ill- 
informed statements made by Mr. 
Ben A. Hogensen about Solar Heat 
in the December 12, 1974 issue of 
the News Review. Some comments 
of mine regarding Solar Heat were 
printed in the June 20, 1974 issue 
and were based on my actual de¬ 
sign experience on the Fauquier 
Ii'C-i School Solar Heat Experi- 
rr nit built by InterTechnology 
Corporation in Warrenton, Virgin¬ 
ia. Here are some FACTS which 
t n intelligent reader may check 
cut with little effort. 

1 The ITC system in Warren- 
? a was working with the storage 
Lanhs and solar panels located 
hundreds of feet from the build- 
in r: being heated. It is not neces- 
earv to have them near, on, or 
under the buildings. 

2. The ITC system was designed 

for conditions of no sunshine for 
one full week without requiring 
emergency back-up systems. Dark¬ 
ness or temporary lack of sun¬ 
light does not shut the system 
down. Back up systems ARE 
recommended for most of 

the country. However, experimen¬ 
tal data is being accumulated to 
show the financial savings result¬ 
ing from the fuel systems being 
needed only by a small part of 
the time. 

3. As far as being a i uni or en¬ 

gineer's dream, the U.S.A. is far 
behind other countries who have 
been using Solar Heat svstems for 
20 or 30 years. Misinformation 
snd suppression by special inter¬ 
est groups have probably been 
the reason. Fortunately, our Con 
gross and our President have pas¬ 
sed and signed into law Pubbo 
7^aw 93-409 dated Sept. 3, 1974 

which authorizes e v u«mlitur^ of 
funds for all types of Solar Heat 
construction and dovelrmm^* 

4. Finally, interested OreenhM*- 
ers may obtain first-hand infor¬ 
mation in the following wavs: a.

And for all 
Mr. Hogensen’s continuing ful- 
minations, each year sales depart¬ 
ment income exceeds sales de¬ 
partment costs.

Henry Fisher Retires from GHI 

s * Features Harpist 

After Fourteen fears of Service

Henry Fisher has retired from Greenbelt Homes, Inc. He began 
working for GHI in June I960, moved his family here two years 
later, and worked on GHFs heating system for a total of 14 years. 


Beginning his service as an ap¬ 
prentice, Henry attended Catholic 
University part-time for three 
years to become a stationary en¬ 
gineer — GHI’s only licensed en¬ 
gineer for many years. 

It was not an easy job, but one 
that exacted its toll on his health 
until he felt he had to retire ra¬ 
ther than crawl on his belly under 
one more damp unit where at any 
turn he might be struck by pro¬ 
truding nails. Often Henry was 
called out at 2 or 3 a.m. to work 
on a sewer stoppage or similar 
difficulty. In tribute to Henry, 
GHI General Manager, Roy Brea- 
snears says that “He was always 
Johnny-on-the-spot — the first one 
there and the last one to leave. 
We’re very thankful we had Henry 

and we will miss him." 

Many people in GHI will be grate¬ 
ful to Henry, especially those who 
remember the disastrous night of 
January 12, 1969. The temperature 
hovered around the freezing mark 
when Henry received a call about 
1 a.m. that someone on Plateau 
Place didn’t have any hot water. 
He went to the boiler room to 
investigate and discovered a six 
inch break in the water line; the 
water was rising fast, nearing the 
12 000 volt transformer. “I cut 
off the electrical system and told 
everyone to get out,” reminisces 
Henry. “Water was coming from 
everywhere—its a wonder the boil¬ 
ers didn’t blow up.” He and others 
worked tirelessly through the long 
night to bring the situation under 
control and save the boiler. 

The thought that the boilers 
might blow up was something that 
worried Henrv on many occasions 
as he made his rounds from bolDr 
room to boiler room in the r>re - 
dawn hours when he worked the 
midnight shift. What if a man 
were working on a problem some¬ 
where and left the boilers unat¬ 
tended? (Each one is checked 
every few hours during the night). 


What if during a heavy rain 
storm, someone forgot to cut off 
one of the boilers and it tried to 
run during a power outage and 
burned up in the struggle? 

Henry is glad not to bear the 
burden of these thoughts any 
longer although GHI and its my¬ 
riad cf problems are ever-present 
on his mind. For now, he is en¬ 
joying himself playing golf, con¬ 
tinuing to be active in the Lions 
Club and DAV, and chasing girls, 
he says. He is presently Visita¬ 
tion Chairman for 73 Lions Clubs 
in the metropolitan area and 
oversees the procedure which calls 
for each member to visit two other 
clubs during the year. 

Henry enjoys helping people, and 
can often be seen driving a friend 
to the doctor’s office or delivering 
a prescription to someone who 
can’t get to the drugstore In bad 
weather, he enjoys picking up the 
girls who work at H'gh’s and 
taking them to the store — his fav¬ 
orite hang-out, he smileS, He looks 
forward to spending more time 
with his three grandchildren end 
is especially proud of his one 
great-granddaughter. 

GHI held a retirement lunch for 
Henry on December 6 and the 
staff presented him with a heavy 
golf jacket, a check from the 
board of directory and letter of 
commendation for his many years 
of service. 

Many people afe urging Henry 
to run for the GHI board and 
Henry is mulling over the possi¬ 
bility. He has been so much a part 
of the cooperative that he cannot 
easily divorce himself from it. 
At the December membership 
meeting, Henry eloquently spoke 
of the fact that he was now “just 
a member.” He was “happy that 
four men will replace me. We 
really need them. Had we had 
these men before maybe I would 
not have been forced to retire 
early.”

Children to Be Helped 
By U. of Md. Programs 

Disadvantaged students in the 
State of Maryland, whose prob¬ 
lems are associated with academ¬ 
ic, socio-economic or cultural 
drawbacks, are the subjects of a 
vocational education &tudy now 
underway at the University of 
Maryland’s College Park Campus. 

Supported by a grant from the 
Maryland State Department of 
Education, the study will first at¬ 
tempt to determine the number of 
such students who might be aided 
by special services available under 
the Vocational Education Amend¬ 
ments of 1968. Then, plans are to 
provide programs or services for 
their successful participation in 
vocational education. 

Under another program, Mary¬ 
land children with mild person¬ 
ality maladjustments are finding 
help with some of their special 
problems through the Parent 
Consultation and Child Evaluation 
Services at the University of 
Maryland’s College Park Campus. 

Most cases are referred to the 
program by school psychologists 
and counselors. A "warm line” will 
soon be installed to provide ready 
help for these families, according 
to Dr Robert Freeman, director 
of the unit. It will offer telephone 
guidance from the staff. Further 
information about the Parent Con¬ 
sultation and Child Evaluation 
Services may be obtained by cal¬
